Be- 
ſides, Humphry, by having lived near 
thirty years with his maſter, was not only 
grown grey in his ſervice, but being by 
ſome people reckoned « kind of genius, 
| had, from hearing the Doctor repeat 
his verſes often, found out, what no 
mortal but himſelf had diſcovered, that 
they were good things.” —Humphry 
having, frequently mentioned his opinion
